Labor knows how to defend itself 
and it will not hesitate to do so at 
the first sign of unprincipaled ag- 
gression. Enough people_in Cali- 
fornia have spoken on labor's side 
to question seriously what, prac- 
tically, is majority opinion. 


Nene of the rights which labor 
has earned and won and for which 
it has fought through the years will 
be relinquished. Furthermore, the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor has not changed its opinion one 
iota as to the unconstitutional 
character of Proposition No. 1, and 
will take it to the state supreme 
court at the first opportunity.

1. For quite a few years high- 
pressure publicity has poured 
through the newspapers and other 
propaganda channels blackening 
labor's record with the ugly smears 
of racketeering and dishonest prac- 
tices. Every little incident involv- 
ing at most only one or two indi- 
viduals was seized upon to disfigure 
labor in the eyes of the public. 

Against this avalanche of cal- 
culated and unprincipled attack, la- 
bor went into the fight minus the 
advantages of a powerful press and 
forced to defend its record against 
the impermissible attacks. Of out- 
standing importance is another 
fact: that a very large number of 
members of organized labor are at 
present serving our country in the 
armed forces and so were unable 
to participate in the election. Con- 
sidering the results, labor can well 
feel pride in itself that it was able 
to mobilize such support from the 
people of California. 


Will Fight to Win War 

Such a reminder is important for 
labor to keep in mind, so that it 
will know that its role in helping 
to win this war is being understood 
by growing numbers of people 
throughout the state and the na- 
tion. Now is not the time for bit- 
terness. Now is the time for labor 
to buckle down and do its job as 
it has been doing it.

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PIRATING OF WORKERS BY HIGH WAGES 


The national war labor board 
unanimously approved new wage 
regulations designed to prevent the 
“pirating” of workers by the pay- 
ment of higher wages for the same 
type of job. 

In another step toward the evo- 
lution of a wage policy to accord 
with the president’s economic 
stabilization program, the NWLB 
made these rulings: 

“The hiring of an individual at a 
wage rate in excess of the rate 
previously established in the plant 
for employes of similar skill and 
productive ability within the classi- 
fication in which the individual is 
employed is a ‘wage increase’ with- 
in the meaning of executive order 
number 9250 (and must, therefore, 
have the approval of the board be- 
fore it becomes effective). 

“If a wage rate for a job 
classification has not thereto- 
fore been established by the 
employer for the plant in- 
volved, the rate shall be fixed 
at a level not exceeding that 
which prevails in similar clas- 
sifications within the area, un- 
less a higher rate is approved 
by the national war labor 
board.”

A previous order exempting from 
federal control wage adjustments 
made by employers of not more 
than eight persons was interpreted 
so that it “does not apply to em- 
ployers who own or operate more 
than one plant or unit when the 
aggregate of employes in such 
plants or units exceeds eight.” 

Officials said, for example, that 
chain stores which might employ 
fewer than eight persons in each 
unit would now come under NWLB 
jurisdiction because their aggre-

CIO Loses All Divisions 
In Hotly Contested 
Election 


Despite the strenuous campaign 
waged by the C. I. O., the interna- 
tional brotherhood of electrical 
workers has scored clean-cut vic- 
tories in almost every one of the 
elections conducted among certain 
employes of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric company on November 2. 


Only one of the seven elections 
was won by the C. I. O—in the 
P. G. E. central warehouse in Em- 
eryville. Two others are still un- 
decided. In the one conducted in 
the Sacramento division, 44 chal- 
lenged ballots are yet uncounted. 
If these are counted, it is very 
probable that the I. B. E. W. will 
win. Otherwise, a run-off election 
will be held, with the insignificant 
no-union vote omitted from the bal- 
|lot. A run-off ballot will also be 
necessary in the bureau of tests, in 
which a very small number of em- 
ployes is involved. 

AFL To Assist 


The Sacramento election made it 
emphatically clear that in- other 
elections to be held in the near 
future, as well as in the possible 
run-off in Sacramento itself, the 
intensive campaign that will be 
waged by the I. B. E. W. must be 
supported and augmented by all 
of the A. F. of L. unions in the 
localities involved. The C. I. O. 
made its gains in Sacramento solely 
because of the active cooperation of 
the warehousemen and members of 
other C. I. O. affiliates. 


As the result of the hearings

Labor Shows the Way : 

Before we go to such lengths, Mr. 
Green suggests, let’s make a com- 
plete survey of what we have in 
the way of manpower and woman- 
power. Let’s try to use the avail- 
able labor supply more intelligently 
and more effectively. 


Then, if that doesn’t work, we 
must take necessary and important 
steps before job freezing. An oc- 
cupational deferment commission 
should be appointed to keep the 
skilled workers out of military ser- 
vice and to maintain an adequate 
supply of agricultural labor. Stan- 
dards which management, as well 
as labor, must observe should be 
established. Definite social secur- 
ity, accident prevention and unem- 
ployment compensation measures 
must be provided. Adequate hous- 
ing, schooling and health care must 
be established for workers and 
their families who are removed to 
remote sections. 


Finally, no employer, Mr. Green 
insists, should be permitted to 
profit from the labor of workers 
who are drafted to work for him. 


That strikes us as a sound and 
sensible program. It would be a 
swell idea if official Washington 
got busy right away putting it into 
| effect instead of seeking headline 
notoriety. The more these officials 
sound off in print, the stronger 


observers that they don’t know 
what they’re talking about and are 
| just running around in circles. 

It is just another proof that 
labor is supplying the leadership 
and the vision in this war effort 
,and that it would be far better if 
{the government took greater ad- 
vantage of the recommendations of 
those who know what it’s all about. 
| Land At Sea 

But some of our public officials 
still list organized labor as number 
one on their parade of pet hates. 
Take Admiral Land, for instance. 
A couple of months age we were 
convinced that the retired rear ad- 
miral had seen the light. He ap- 
peared on the “labor for victory” 
program and said the most com- 
plimentary things about labor’s 
contribution to the war effort in 
the shipyards. But the other night 
the admiral faced a different audi- 
ence—the investment bankers’ as- 
sociation—and he confessed that 
he'd like to see organizers shot at 
sunrise.

This was immediately interpre- 
ted in the press as a union-baiting 
speech. The admiral, when he saw 
the news stories, had another 
change of heart. He insisted he 
didn’t say union organizers or labor 
organizers, just “organizers.” The 
retraction would have been more 
effective if the admiral had said 
on his own initiative that he be- 
lieved union organizers are doing a 
good job to help win the war —as 
they most certainly are. 


However, the admiral got so 
panicky that he shut up like a 
clam. It would be a good thing for

The office of censorship requests 
that nothing be published or broad- 
cast about the arrival, movements, 
or confinement of prisoners of war 
brought to this country, except on 
the authority of the provost mar- 
shal general, who is responsible for 
their security and treatment. 

Provisions of international law 
surround treatment of war prison- 
ers in most of the nations at war. 
These provisions are for their pro- 
tection, maintenance and privacy. 
It is hardly necessary to point out 
that this international law is as 
important to American prisoners 
in other countries as to war prison- 
ers in this country.

The United States navy launched 
a new offensive recently—an of- 
fensive which may do more to win 
the war than any dreadnaught now 
afloat. Its goal was cooperation 
with labor to achieve greater war 
production. 


More than 200 labor represent- 
atives from the navy yards and 
shore establishments of the navy 
were called into conference in the 
nation’s capital with the adminis- 
trative heads and local comman- 
dants of the navy department. They 
shook hands, compared notes, dis- 
cussed common problems and came 
away with a far better understand- 
ing of each other and a firmer re- 
spect for each other than ever 
before. 
At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence, navy officials were so im- 
pressed by its constructive results 
that they immediately began mak- 
ing plans for future meetings of 
the same sort from time to time. 
From Secretary Frank Knox 
down, navy leaders impressed upon 
the conference the need for speed 
in the warship construction pro- 
gram and increase in munitions 
production. At the same time, they 
praised the workers in the navy 
yards and shore establishments for 
their splendid record to date. 
Stanley Oliver, secretary of the 
AFL Bremerton metal trades coun- 
cil, voiced the sentiments of the 
labor representatives when he said: 
“The delegation from the Puget 
Scund navy yard came to this con- 
ference to deliver a message as well 
as to receive one. We want the de- 
partment to know that we are 
ready to do any job assigned to us. 
We want more work. We will let 
nothing stand in the way to pre- 
vent our contributing the utmost 
to this war effort.” 
A navy higher-up commandant: 


“His talk convinced me the 
workers didn’t need this con- 
ference. But our officers and 
civilian chiefs learned a lot.” 

At a dinner climaxing the con- 
ference, the navy trotted out its 
top officials and some of its war 
heroes to address the labor boys. 
Secretary Knox took occasion to 
chide the labor press, “the unsung 
workhorses of American journal- 
ism” for making the navy “the 
goat” for its criticism. He ex- 
plained that “this historic meet- 
ing’ was not a “company union 
clambake” but the “beginning of 
the implementation” of the new 
navy labor policy enunciated recent- 
ly by Assistant Secretary of the

this policy as follows: 

“It means closer cooperation, 
more understanding of each 
other’s problems, more friendli- 
ness in our relationships and 
greater sacrifice on the part 
of all of us.

fere with its accomplishment.”

Church backing for laws to im- 
prove the lot of men who toil was 
urged by the department of social 
service of the Pennsylvania coun- 
cil of churches.

SELECTEES SHOULD 
PROTECT THEIR 
COMPENSATION RIGHTS 


Injured Selectees Should Contact 
Industrial Board Before 
Entering Service 


The number of injured employees 
suffering from partial permanent 
disability who have been and are 
being called to the service, raises a 
very serious problem with respect 
to those selectees who have not yet 
been rated for permanent disabil- 
ity, and particularly with respect to 
those whose condition is not yet 
ready for a rating, their symptoms 
and conditions not having become 
stationary. 

It is suggested that all persons 
who are about to be drafted, and 
who have sustained any injuries 
which are likely to result in per- 
manent disability, immediately file 
an application with the industrial 
accident commission for a rating. 
They should file a formal applica- 
tion, and fill out the white blank 
and not the green blank which is 
filled out for informal applications. 
In all cases where it is possible to 
do so, the case should be heard be- 
fore the sellectee is formally in- 
ducted.

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AID TO AN OPPRESSED PEOPLE 


Your committee again directs attention to a state of terrorism and of 
barbarism practiced by Hiitler and his co-conspirators never heretofore 
equalled in history, and in so doing affirm the solemn implication of this 
war for the four freedoms, 

The American Federation of Labor has ever been the friend and 
champion of the oppressed and persecuted and has always been the 
stalwart guard of the rights of minorities whether of nations or of peo- 
ples. We would therefore again pledge our whole support to the issues of 
freedom for every nation oppressed and persecuted by the despicable 
and hateful nazi-conqueror. We again pledge our fraternal and moral 
support to the claims of every oppressed national minority within every 
land, and the claims of any persecuted racial minorites now suffering 
under the yoke of the tyrant. 

Traditionally the American Federation of Labor has affirmed its 
sympathy with one of the most unjustly and tragically persecuted of all 
minorities—the Jewish people. At present this unfortunate group of the 
human brotherhood is enduring not only the usual barborous and de- 
testable excessed of the nazi towards conquered people—-iti s being sub- 
jected to a program of systematic extermination which puts all its past 
sufferings into the shade. We again reiterate and emphasize our pro- 
found sympathy with the Jewish people. We assure them of our warm 
support in their just claims to that moral and practical recognition 
which is due to any historic ethnic and cultural group. 

We deplore the incredible brutality which activates the behavior of 
their nazi oppressors. We declare our complete sympathy with the 
national aspirations of the Jewish people towards collective security 
at the end of the present war. Since a start towards such security was 
made in the establishment of the national homeland in Palestine for 
the Jewish people, we reaffirm our belief that the united nations owe 
to them the continuance and the maintenance of this homeland as a 
relief from their dreadful and inhuman persecutions, as a guarantee 
of their cultural unity and continuity, as an instrument for their legal 
and international standing in the court of nations, and as a restitution 
for their national dignity, honor, and creative energies 

In the post-war period of world reorganization that lies ahead, when 


the united nations come to the problems of restoring the integrity of 
nations and groups now suffering under the lash of vile tyranny, we 
urge that they remember also the claim and sufferings of the Jewish 
people, and take steps to guarantee freedom and equality to them in 


their adopted countries, as well as their independence under the Balfour 
declaration on the soil of Palestine. 

We extend fraternal greetings to the Histadruth which ceaselessly 
toils to build a cooperative labor commonwealth through large-scale 


Jewish immigration into Palestine and fosters mutual understanding 
with neighbors in Palestine and the surrounding countries. It looks with 
pride upon this pillar of democratis strength in the middle east and 
believes every effort should be made to assure an early reconstruction 


of Jewish nationhood in Palestine and with the 
tional aid.

Before Job Drafting 


William Green Opposes Job | 
Freezing Law; Offers 7-Point 


Manpower Program 
AFL Chief Outlines “Must” Steps 


Is Undertaken 


“As the Last Resort” 


Calling job freezing “premature” 
at. this time, AFL President Wil- 
liam Green submitted to the na- 
tion a constructive seven-point pro- 
gram of action which must be 
taken before drafting of indus- 
trial manpower and womanpower 
is put into effect. , 

Mr. Green’s statement, issued a 
few days after he had consulted on 
this problem with President Roose- 
velt at a white house manpower 
conference, called for: 

1—Full utilization of avail- 
able manpower and woman- 
power on the present voluntary 
and democratic basis first. 

2—A prompt and complete 
registration of all those fit for 
work in war and civilian in- 
dustries. 

38—The supply of labor shown 
by this survey should be ex- 
hausted before job freezing 
legislation is enacted. 

4—Definite provisions for oc- 
cupational deferment from mili- 
tary service should be adop- 
ted. 

5—Social security, accident 
insurance and unemployment 
compensation should be _ pro- 
vided. 

6—No employer should be 
permitted to reap profits from 
the labor of men drafted for 
work in his plant. 

j—Adequate housing facili- 
ties should be set up for those 
transported to work in remote 
sections and the cost of trans- 
portation should not be borne 
by the workers. 

Mr. Green said the AFL will ac- 
cede to job freezing and drafting 
of labor only as a last resort, when 
he becomes convinced that such ac- 
tion is imperative to win the war. 

He warned that job freezing is 
“a serious step,” a departure from 
“the democratic process” which 


“strips men of freedom of action 
and is compulsory in character.” 
That is why he called now for the 
preliminary steps outlined herein, 
none of which “have thus far been 
taken.” 


“The American Federation of 
Labor is opposed,” he said, “to the 
enactment of compulsory job freez- 
ing legislation which is now being 
considered by congress. We regard 
job freezing legislation at present 
as premature. We will vigorously 
oppose enactment of such legisla- 
tion at this time. 


“Until the voluntary system of 
employment and service which is a 
part of our cherished democratic 
process and the available man- 
power and womanpower of the na- 
tion are fully utilized and until 
standards outlined in this state- 
ment are set up, either by legisla- 
tion or by executive order, the 
American Federation of Labor 
must oppose the enactment of job 
freezing legislation.” 

Because job freezing and com- 
pulsory work service are justifi- 
able only when necessary to win 
the war, Mr. Green insisted that if 
such steps are taken workers af- 
fected must be protected against 
exploitation by private industry and 
private management. He said: 

“No employer of labor should be 
permitted to reap profits from or 
exploit a worker who is frozen to 
his job. If the worker is frozen to 
his job, denied the right to improve 
his standard of life and living by 
securing work at higher wages 
when opportunity presents itself, 
management and the owners of 
industry should forego the right to 
profit from the earnings of such 


worker.”
